When students at Loretto are asked as to what 
their favorite time of day is, “lunch” immediately 
pops into their minds. As Theresa Bautista says,

At Loretto, Ms. Stoica teaches religion to most of the under- 
classmen. Since religion is a requirement all four years, the reli- 
gion department tries to establish an understanding of the fun- 
damentals of Christianity by offering classes in Ethics and Morals, 
Basics of Christianity and Sacraments.

French classes at Loretto have under gone serious changes 
over the past year. Mr. Spicer, a new faculty member with a 
complete understanding of both the French language and cul- 
ture, is responsible for all French classes I-IV. Any two years of 
French can fulfill the language requirement for graduation. His 
Classes focus on leaming language through oral repetition and 
students have come to expect his daily oral drills. Grammar, 
especially when conjugating verbs, is also highly stressed. Lec- 
tures are not part of his method but students are advised to copy 
everything explained in the board since he does not use 
textbooks. In order to prevent students from feeling confused 
because they don’t use textbooks, Mr. Spicer issues weekly 
calendars along with his handouts to inform students of the 
subjects to be covered in the near future.

Each year, Loretto accepts 5 or 10 new students who have just arrived from the Philippines. To these 
new Filipino students, “Loretto seems very different”, as Evangeline Arreglo comments when com- 
paring Loretto to her other school. According to Cecelia Cardena, one of the major differences 
between her former school and Loretto H.S. is that, “Loretto is much smaller and does not have 
enough facilities.” This is probably because Loretto is a small private girl’s high school, while most of 
the new Filipino’s former schools were big co-educational high schools. 

Another difference stressed by the new Filipinos is the uniform. “The uniforms are nice, but some of 
the girls wear their skirts too short,” says Joy Arreglo. Christine Arreglo comments, “In my old school, 
our school skirts were knee-length. We also were not allowed to wear make-up. The teachers in my 
old school were stricter and school regulations were tighter because it was run by nuns.” These 
Filipino students may seem conservative.
